The men were drawn up in line on the 
plank road, where they rested on their 
arms until the order was given to move 
forward. 

It was a long, tedious, tiresome walt, 
but the men passed the time pleasantly. 
It was something in the nature of an 
informal reception. The cadets were in- 
troduced to the regulars across the road 
and the Foot Guards laughed and chat- 
ted with the Gate City Guard, several 
feet distant. The bands played several 
pieces to pass away the time. The mil- 
itary attracted a large crowd and many 
assembled in the immediate neigborhood.

Under the Commander’s Eye.

Davis, of this city. It is reported that Dr. 
Ford made threats against the life of W. J. 
Ford, saying the latter had made remarks 
about him that he would have to take back. 
Dr, Ford was under the influence of liquor 
at the time. The killing occurred when W. 
J. Ford went to get his little boy away 
from Dr. Ford, with whom the child was 
playing. As the father turned to leave 
Dr. Ford’s office Dr. Ashton Ford drew a 
pistol and fired twice, one shot taking ef- 
fect in the hand and the other in the head. 
W.. J. Ford staggered out of the door and 
fell dead in a gutter near by. 

Dr. Ford says that W. J. Ford attacked 
him with a heavy stick and that the killing 
was in self defense. He at onve armed 
himself with a -winchester rifle, and shut- 
ting himself up, defies arrest, Being a 
desperately brave man it is firmly believed 
that his arrest will only be accomplished 
with*fatal results. Some time ago the wife 
of Dr. Ford, who was Miss Emma Hurd, 
of Arlington, separated from him and re- 
turned to her mother, 

The dead man was one of the most prom- 
inent citizens of this section, and at one 
time represented Worth county in the legis- 
lature. Hie was a splendid business man 
and had accumulated a property worth 
from $35,000 to $50,000. He was a straight- 
forward, high-toned man and no one stood 
higher among those who kaew him. lie 
leaves a wife and five children.

Little Chance To Pull Off the 
Fight in Arkansas. 


Hot Springs, Ark., October 23.—Fake fol- 

lows fake in the fight controversy in such 
rapid succession that there is scarcely 
time for breathing spells between devel- 
opments. As told in the dispatches of last 
night and early this morning, John Dalton, 
of Chicago, who has been masquerading 
at the Arlington for the past ten days 
as Julian Davenport, drove out to Cor- 
Corbett’s headquarters at 10 o’clock, accom- 
panied by Martin Julien, Fitzsimmons’s 
manager, and claiming to represent the Hot 
Springs club, submitted to Brady a prop- 
osition to fight on November Ist for @ 
purse of $10,000 a side, stake of $10,000. 
The party returned at 1 o’clock with the 
report that Brady had taken the propo- 
sition under advisement and would con- 
sult with the club management. 

At 10 o’clock this morning Brady drove 
into the Springs to Mayor Waters’s office 
and was informed by that official that 
Dalton had not been authorized to make 
any proposition; that the club did not know 
him and did not want to have any- 
thing in the way of dealings with him. 
W. L. Babcock, of the club, who arrived 
while the conversation was in progress, 
took the same stand as the mayor and so 
did several other of the members of the 
organization, who dropped in during the 
next fifteen minutes. Color had been given 
last night to Dalton’s representation from 
the fact that he had been seen in con- 
versation with Mayor Waters at the Ar- 
lington hotel, for half an hour before 
the start was made for Spring Lake. The 
mayor explained this by saying that Dal- 
ton accosted and kept him talking for 
a long time, precisely as scores of other 
strangers have done since the scene of 
the fight operations was transferred to 
this city. 

Made Brady Mad. 

Naturally, Brady was mad through and 
through and his feelings were shared 
by tne club officials who gathered at the 
Arlingzgon and expressed their opinion 
of Dalton in blunt language. That indi- 
vidual, however, was not within hearing, 
having ari@en at an early hour and dis- 
appeared from the hotel. Brady said that 
even if the offer had been made bona 
fide, Corbett would not have accepted it. 
“Our final proposition,’’ he said, ‘“‘was 
made yesterday. We are willing to fight 
within four days for the side bets or 
ior nothing if these people continue to 
insist that Corbett was not in condition, 
or we will go into the ring on November 
lith for the purse of $41,000. Why should 
either man want to fight for $10,000, when 
by waiting for two weeks he can have 
a purse four times the size?” 

So sure were Dalton and Julien that the 
Corbett party would snap at the offer 
tnat, with the assistance of a score of 
newspaper men and local night owls, they 
were occupied until nearly 3 o’clock this 
morning in drawing up articles of agree- 
ment, so that Julien could attach his sig- 
nature before leaving today to 
visit Fitzsimmons at Corpus Chris- 
ti to brine him here next week. 

T articles provided for a boxing match 
to a finish with five-ounce gloves on Fri- 
day, November Ist, under the auspices of 
the Hot Springs Athletic Club, for a purse 
of $10,000 and a side wager of $20,000, the 
purse to be posted on or before October 
2th, and to be turned over to the referee 
twenty hours before the contest. It was 
further stipulated that the articles should 
only hold good in case of the failure of 
the Florida Athletic Club to carry out its 
contract, expiring October 3ist, while a 
final clause provided that Joseph Vendig, 
of New York, should have no financial 
interest in the arrangements for the match. 
The drawing up of the articles was char- 
acterized this morning by members of the 
local club as unmitigated gall and bun- 
combe. 

Poor Show for a Battle. 

The mill is, therefore, as far off as it 
has been at any time since the original 
articlés were signed. 

Dan Stuart, who left for Dallas this 
afternoon, still clings to the hope that 
the men can be brought together on No- 
vember lith, and he will return on Sun- 
day.

A Washington Paper Says That He May 
Quit the Cabinet. 


THE REPORT IS NOT BELIEVED 


Although He Did Not Come South with 
the President, He Will Come 
by Himself. 


Washington, October 23.—(Special.)—The 
Evening Times today prints a sensational 
story to the effect that Secretary of State 
Olney and President Cleveland have fallen 
out owing to the former’s insistence on a 
tco vigorous foreign policy and that ‘Mr. 
Olney will prcbably retire from the cabi- 
net, 

The Times says: 

“At the time Mg, Olney was transferred 


from the department of justice and made : 


secretary of state to succeed the late 
Judge Gresham there was an openly avow- 
ed stipulation on the part of the thea at- 
torney general that he should be permitted 
without let or hindrance to pursue a vigor- 
our foreign policg. The president acceded 
to this, as was evidenced by the fact that 
Mr. Olney’s transference, and the new 
secretary of state, immediately upon his 
induction into office, inaugurated an ag- 
gressive policy. He notified Spain that the 
Mora claim must be paid and defined his 
interpretation of the phrase ‘a reasonable 
time’ to mean thirty Gays as a minimum 
and sixty days as a max:mum period, De- 
ferment beyond that time would necessi- 
tate the institution of forcible measures 
on the part of the United States. Before 
the amazement occasioned by this stroke 
of diplomacy had been dissipated, Secre- 
tary Olney communicated in three succes- 
sive dispatches to Ambassador Bayard his 
views as to the scope and meaning of the 
Monroe doctrine and warned the govern- 
ment of Great Britafn that encroachment 
upon Venezuelan territory beyond the lim‘ts 
of the Schomburg line would not be tol- 
erated by the United States, 

“Pending a reply to the three commu- 
nications, the delay being aggravated by 
the fact that instructions were issued for 
the military occupation of the country 
lying far beyond the Schomburg line of 
demarcation upon which a wealthy and 
influential American syndicate had located, 
investing millfons of dollars in mines and 
mining machinery, Secretary Olney, it is 


said, desired to emphas‘ze the vigor of'his 


policy by estopping the further occupation 
of the disputed territory. But this feature 
of the secretary’s plans to popularize 


Americanism was too bold and audacious : 


for his associates in the cabinet. It could 
have no other ultimate result than war 
unless England stultified her own actions. 
Some of the official family could not further 
indorse a policy containing so much vigor 
and a division followed,”’

” Secretary Lamont spoke what a great 
many visitors thought yesterday, After 
the first flush there was no great noise. 
After the booming of the presidential sa- 
lute. after the music of the twenty-five 
bands, after the shouts of the multitude in 
honor of the president, there was a per- 
ceptible lull and everybody seemed intent 
upon seeing the fair. 

The admissions ran up to nearly fifty 
thousand. The people came early. Those 
who ventured out in the streets in At- 
lanta early yesterday morning saw the 
sidewalks swarming with a throng of ex- 
pectant people. As early as 6 o’clock the 
people left the!r homes and abiding places 
and started for the exposition grounds. 
All vehicles of all kinds were taken. The 
etreet cars were filled and the Southern 
railroad with its service of rapid trains was 
kept busy all day. 

It was a hard matter by 9 o’clock to se- 
cure comfortable conveyance to the 
grounds. The herdics were constantly 
filled and every other means of conveyance 
exhausted. 

In the early part of the morning the 
crowd massed itself on the south side of 
the grounds, where the parade was to 
form. The Georgia manufacturers build- 
ing, the negro building, the transportation 
hall and other buildings were taken in by 
the people while the soldiers were form- 
ing. 

The arrival of the president at 11:30 
o'clock was the occasion of great excite- 
ment on the opposite side of the grounds. 
President Cleveland was driven in with all 
pomp, and his appearance greeted with a 
diapason of yells. 

The problem of placing themselves in the 
best position presented itself to the people 
next. Since the opening of the exposition 
the best point of observation has been a 
mooted question. This came up before the 
people yesterday. Many decided that the 
terraces in front of the government build- 
ing was the most advantageous point 
from which to view the parade and ex- 
ercises.

There was one point, however, which was 
pronouuced by all to be the best as a 
place from which to get a full view of the 
procession and the grounds. It was

this building, the rooms and all galleries 
| Were pulsating with humanity. The com- 
| missioners were courteous and hospitable 
|} to all. From this building and the ter- 
| races below it the crowd watched the 

parade wind and swing about the great 

plaza. They heura the stirring music of 

the bands and yelled. They saw the 
| doughty cadets of the Virginta Military in- 
stitute pass in splendid line, and applaud- 
ed their precision of Step and strict mili- 
' tary bearing. They watched the haughty 
carriage of the Connecticut troops, who 
were garbed in the colonial uniform of red 
coat and yellow knickerbockers. When 
Governor O’Ferrall rode by astride his 
richly caparisoned Steed there was con- 
tinued applause, and when Governor Cof- 
fin, of the Nutmeg state, appeared with 
his head bared and bowing from side to 
| side there was a roar of applause that 

echoed from all the big buildings. 

“It is a grand sight,” said Mr. James 
Swann, as he waved a New York flag in 
the direction of the troops. “I have never 
seen a more picturesque parade.” 

Between the time when the _ soldiers 
stacked arms and the time fixed for the 
public reception by the president the peo- 
ple rushe@ for the government terraces. 
Here they lined up awaiting the ending 
of the addresses and the time for the 
handshaking. 

That time came. The great chubby right 
hand of the president was shaken 15,000 
times. There were short shakes and long 
Shakes and rough Shakes and loving 
ehakes. The president had a rapid little 
motion by which he sent an electric thrill 
through the shaker then rapidly withdrew 
his digits. 

A New Yorker seized the hand of Mr. 
Harry Atkinson under the impression that 
he was the missing Olney. 

Governor Atkinson was called to the 
front by his constituents and held a recep- 
tion of his own that almost over-shadowed 
that of the president. Exhausted, perspir- 
ing, but still serenely smiling, the president 
was ordered to stop handshaking at 1:10 
o’clock. He with the members of his party 
were rushed off to lunch at the Driving 
Club, where the reception committee and 
Innes’s band had preceded them. On this 
account, by the way, the usual afternoon 
concert of the band was omitted from the 
programme. 

With the disappearance of the president, 
in whom the people had been absorbed 
since his coming to the grounds, the crowd 
turned their attention more strictly to the 
fair and the exhibits. The government 
building was ne: r and here they filed in 
countless numbers. In this building the 
fish exhibit was possibly the most popular 
department. Here the people were jammed, 
wedged immovably until one of the guards 
was called out. 

The treasury department was another 
popular section of the government building. 
‘ The stamping of the official medals by the 
' big government press afforded great in- 
terest. The Smithsonian also had its share 
of the people. 

The art building was also filled. In fact, 
the people soon left the grounds and were 
lost in the buildings. The visitors from the 
different states gathered in their own ex- 
hibits or departments. 

Chicago people sought the Jllino's state 
building, which has just been completed. 
Here they were given full liberty and the 
huge rockers and spacious piazza placed at 
their disposal. Massachusetts people took 
refuge in Longfellow’s home. This is not 
yet finished in all details, but it was suffi- 
ciently in shape to accommodate all who 
called. The picturesque structure devoted 
to Penrsylvania was ative with visitors 
during the entire day who called to get a 
glimpse of Liberty bell. Alabama held open 
doors, as did all other state buildings. Colo- 
nel Vincenheller, from Arkansas, received 
his friends in state. Hon. J. A. Filcher 
told a joke to all Frisco people who hap- 
pened near and Colonel Wiggins down in 
the California building shook hts orange 
tree. | 

The foreign exhibits were also of great 
interest to the people. Costa Rica, Mexico, 
Venezuela, Chile and Argentine Republic 
were all inspected. 

In the afternoon the surging tide turned 
itself Midwayward. Here it remained until 
the fireworks at night. 

A great sensation was caused rather late 
in the afternoon by the appearance of 
President Cleveland on the Midway. His 
carriage with the four white horses was 
the sign for general uproar, although he 
had passed a great part of the way before 
it was learned who he was. ~ President 
Cleveland sat gazing out on the multitude, 
smiling and bowing. He seemed greatly 
amused at the strange sights on the Mid- 
way and stopped several times to hear 
the spielers cry the greatness of their 
shows. 

The peculiar appearance of the negro 
plantation, however, caught the eyes of 
the president and his party. Mr. Cleve- 
land expressed a desire to see what was

The practical effect of the action taken 
by Secretary Carlisle is to convert all the 
silver bullion held by the government into 
goid obligations. Under the parity clause 
of the Sherman act, Secretary Windom, 
in October, 1891, construed the law to mean 
that all Sherman notes issued against the 
bullion were redeemable in gold. This 
construction of the law was concurred in by 
his successors, Secretaries Foster and Car- 
lisle, and has been in practical operation 
during the past six years. Under it $73. —| 
193,522 have béen redeemed. The coinage 
of silver bullion into standard silver dol- 
lars operates to prevent Sherman notes 
being issued upon them. Silver certifi- 
cates, however, are issued against the 
standard silver dollars and are redeemable 
only in silver. Thus from the same base— 
the silver bullion—the Sherman notes be- 
come gold obligations and the silver coined 
into standard dollars and the silver certi- 
ficates issued upon them become silver ob- 
ligations. The suspension of the coinage 
of standard silver dollars, therefore, leaves 
the bullion silver free from any further — 
liability of conversion into silver obliga- ae 
tions. The closing up of the New Qrieans 
mint leaves only the United States mints 
at Philadelphia and San Francisco in oper+ 
ation. At these mints only gold subsidiary 
silver will hereafter be coined unless con= 
gress should direct to the contrary and its ~ 
action should be approved by the presie 
dent. 


Of the employes in the New Orleans mint 
Secre- 
tary Carlisle for some time past has been 
considering the advisability of stopping 
all silver coinage except that of subsidiary 
coins, and since he has been the head of 
the treasury department only 4,382,324 stand=- ~~ 
ard silver dollars have been minted. Since 
July ist, last, only ninety silver dollars ~— 
have been coined.

The total coinage of silver under all acts 
amounts to $423,2839,309. The treasury now = 
hold of silver bullion purchased under the ~ 
Sherman act, 10/,644,0 fine ounces, the 
cost of which was $174,080,323; the coining 
value of this bullion in silver dollars is 
$177,£64,000. If this bullion were coined 
into silver dollars the profit to the govern- 
ment on its coinage would be nearly $54,- — 
000,000, which sum could be pafd out for — 
the ordinary expenses of the government 
or against which silver certificates could 
be issued. Under the act of 1873 the treas« 
wy nolds of builion purchased $665,459 in 
value.

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| Painful Symptoms. 

| It is painful to observe that many 
well-meaning publicists, both north and 
south, are still pestered by the negro 
problem. Our opinion is that they 
ought to smooth the wrinkles out of 
their minds and take a cheerful view of 
the matter. 

For instance, there is Mr. William H. 
Thorne, editor of a very readable quar- 
terly called The Globe, who declares 
that the negroes will have to be deport- 
ed, or disfranchised, or killed. This is 
not by any means a cheerful view; in 
fact, it is peculiarly gloomy. Mr. 
Thorne was an abolitionist before and 
during the war, living a part of the time 
in England and a part in the United 


States, but was never brought in con- 


| tact with the negroes so as to become 


acquainted with their characteristics 
and peculiarities. Since that time he 
has made a palace car trip through the 
south and what he saw compels him to 
jump to the conclusion that the colored 
people must be deported, or disfranchis- 
ed, or killed. 

Extremes meet. We have seen other 
old abolitionists who have formed an 
unreasonable prejudice against the ne- 
groes from a mere cursory knowledge 
of the situation at the south. 

There is a negro problem and a very 
serious one, but it cannot be settled by 
discussion or agitation. Mr. 
thought it could be, but Mr. Cable was 
mistaken. It is almost as far from 
settlement now as it was twenty years 
ago. Almost, but not auite: for within 
twenty years men like Professor Booker 
Washington have grown up to see and 
to understand the nature of the situa- 
tion. 

Such men time has produced, and 
lem, which is not neartr so vexed and 
irritating a question as it was when the 
politicians and so-called statesmen were 
beclouding it for their own selfish pur- 
poses, 

We do not ask Americans anywhere 
to let this problem alone, but we think 
it would be wise for them to study and 
understand it before they permit them- 
selves to be pestered by it. 


In Regard to Slapping Over. 

Editor Dana, of The New York Sun, 
is disposed to gird at The Springfield 
tepublican for turning aside occasion- 
ally from the drivel of ordinary poli- 
tics to make a few remarks about the 
procession of the seasons and the beau- 
ties of nature. 

But what would Editor Dana have? 
The readers of newspapers are aver- 
age men and women, and not one in a 
hundred cares a thrip’s worth for the 
dismal political discussions that create 
such furious and farcial storms in the 
bowels of the newspaper offices. Ke- 
hind and at the bottom of it all lies the 


inordinate greed of those whom the ed 
itors have tried to make great. 

Presumably, Editor Dana is too busy 
with every-day affairs to retire to his 
closet, where, in the midst of medita 
tion and prayer, he would have an op- 
portunity to analyze and reduce _ to 
their real properties the political ques- 
tions that are now disturbing the minds 
of the men who want office and of the 
editors who want to create a stir. But 
should he ever find time to engage in 
such an undertaking, his acute mind 
would not be long in going to the bot- 
tom of the whole farcial husiness. 

In the days when his heart was young 
Edtior Dana joined with a number of 
goodly people in an enterprise that had 
for its purpose the reformation of men 
and women by what may be called the 
nature process. These people formed a 
little colony and tried to get as near 
to nature as they could. 

Among those who engaged in this en- 
terprise with Mr. Dana, and the most 
distinguished of all, was Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, who had not then achiev- 
ed fame. Hawthorne soon discovered 
that it was not necessary to become a 
Colin Clout and clean out a cowpen in 
order to get close to nature. He found, 
by walking in the woods and commun- 
ing with himself, that nature was a 
part of him, and he a part of nature. 
He even arrived at the point where he 
could laugh at Alcott, a windy old gen- 
tleman who could never ston talking 
long enough to support his family. Yet 
it is not to be denied that Alcott had 
noble thoughts at times and that his 
aims were high. 

The transcendentalism of that time 
made gibberish out of many a sane 
man’s words, but it is not to be denied 
that the reaction against it has been 
too acute for the good of New England, 
In the case of Mr. Dana he is so far 
a reactionist as to object to the pretty 
little essays on nature that sometimes 
appear in The Springfield Republican. 

It is true that these little essays touch 
an occasional note of the’ transcenid- 
entalism that used to make itself telt 
in the writings of New England men 


courses about the aspects of nature in 
the Berkshire hills are pleasant echoes 
of the time when all New England was 
trying to out-talk the rest of the world, 
and when all who had a voice regarded 
themselves as oracles. 

It is natural that a New England man. 
tonched with the spirit of the time when 


people in that quarter, should slop over 
occasionally: but it is far better to 
slop over when discussing nature and 
her various phenomena than to devo‘e 
talen® and culture to producing a 
stream of never-ending drivel to the so- 
called reformers and anti-reformers, to 
the Mikes and Jakes of one faction and 
the Teddys and the Perrys of another. 

There are hundreds and thousands 
of neople in New York city who would 
rather read an editorial essay on na- 


| ture from Mr. Daua’s pen, even if he 
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his views on the excise question or on 
Tammany. 

The love of nature, the longing for 
the sights and svenes that are to be 
found. only in the country is not a mat- 
ter of taste or nabit. It is planted deep 
in the human mind. ‘Therefore, we say 
that Mr. Dana could make many a heart 
beat with pleasure and carry comfort 
and consolatiou to many a poor son! if 
he would now and then devote a little 
space to a sympathetic essay on na- 
ture. 
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| Smoker Consumers Needed. 

In Chicago and other large Cities 
smoke consumers are generaly used, 
and ‘it is a misdemeanor to allow a 
smokestack to go unprovided with this 
necessary convenience. 

A smoke consumer costs comparativ».- 
ly little, and it sgves fuel. It prevents 
a city from being enveloped in ciouds 
of smoke, and makes buildings and peo 
ple cleaner and wards off disease. 

Atlanta should get rid of her smoke 
nuisance. It blackens our handsome 
buildings and is generaly annoying. 
There is no excuse for it in a big city 
full of smokestacks. 

We must utilize smoke consumers 
and bring them into general use. They 
will add to the health of our people and 
the beauty of our city. If we do with- 
out them much longer the soot and 
smoke will become unendurable.

This state of things, which was 
never heard of nor dreamed of a quarter 
of a century ago is no doubt largely due to 
the clearing of the surface of the earth 
tur cultivation and other purposes, and it 
has been brought about more quickly and 
had a wider extent on account of the mar- 
Velous development of the railway. Each 
year, too, dwellers on western streams are 
visited by damaging inundations. The rain- 
fail, which fills the small streams now, 
pours rapidly into the large rivers, while 
at one time it was distributed over months 
and did’ little damage. Engineers have sug- 
gested that a system could be operated 
which would do for the rainfall what nat- 
ural causes used to do, and check it from 
finding its way so quickly into large chan- 
nels. The navigation of our western rivers 
at certain times is really threatened and 
the effects of such a condition would be 
widespread.

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THE CUBAN REVOLUTION. 


Some Facts About the Great Struggle 
Now Going On. 
From The New York Sun, 

To the Editor of The Sun—Sir: In today’s 
issue of The Sun I read with interest your 
editorial entitled, ‘“‘The Spanish Prime Min- 
ister on the Cuban Situation.” Allow me, 
then, to thank you for publishing this; 
and, secondly, for your great and influen- 
tial. interest in my poor country’s wel- 
fare. 

You rightly state that the white influen- 
trial people of Havana have not as yet 
shown their hands. I Know the reason, 
In that ill-fated city you will find a stand- 
ing army greater than the one of this great 
and glorious country, but as different in 
character and morality as white is from 
black. Of the regulars there are at least 
12,000 to 15,000 men, and of the volunteers 
you can count fifteen fully armed regl- 
ments, which number about 16,500 men. 
To them add the municipal fire department, 
who have to serve in war, and you will 
see an army of about 30,000 soldiers out of 
a population of 199,000. What can the 
Cubans do under these conditions? Noth- 


‘ing, I'm sure, until Maximo Gomez and his 


gallant followers reach Havana. 

Now for a véry important point. You 
give in your article the colored population 
as being 603,000 during 1861, while the whites 
were only 731,000. That. may be all right 
but please to remember it is today we are 
talking of and not the past. Since slavery 
was abolished the colored folks have de- 
In 1880 
there were about 500,000 slaves liberated 
entirely, and now you will have hard work 
to find 350,000 negroes in the whole island. 
This loss is easNy explained. Up to 15883 
slavery still existed, and I myself liber- 
ated a slave from jail and from slavery, 
so that all of them were clothed, fed, 
housed and medically attended when iil. 
Now they all have to shift for themselves. 
What's the consequence? Why, death from 
consumption, which every one knows the 
colored people are predisposed to;,murder, 
starvation and jail life. The Cuban negro 
has decreased; many of them are starving. 
One “plantation that had 5,000 negroes on 
it before the abolishment of slavery found 
that ie could get along with only 1,500, 
Nearly all the sugar and coffee plantations 
had more 
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house and give medical ov pega without 
any return for the trouble. - 

Had the Spanish government possessed 
men of brains, public works could have 
helped these people. Now the Cubans will 
take charge of their own lands and show 
the world that they are fit to govern them- 
selves. I venture to say that not even 
New York state in its fullest development 
could show such wealth as Cuba were 
poor Cuba under an honest and patriotic ; 
government. 

* As for the composition of the Cuban he- 
roes now fighting bravely, let me say that 
the majority are whites. The population 
flow is given at about 1,750,000 to 2,000,000, 
of which 350,000 are colored, -200,000 Span 
iards and the rest Cubans either by birth 
or sympathy, making about 1,200,000 to 1,400,- 
000. These statements will be verified by 
any honest American who has been down 
there lately. For evident reasons I do not 
sign my name. I own property in Cuba.

THE COUNTRY NEEDS RAIN. 


Present Drought One of the Severest 
Known to the Weather Bureau. 
From The Washington Post. 

Reports received at the weather bureau 
indicate that the present. drought is 
one of the severest, most prolonged and 
general known in the United States since 
the bureau’s organization. There are @ 
few places which show an exception to 
the gentral condition, but in no large sec~ 
tion of the country, unless perhaps the 
northwest and far west, does there appear 
to have been a soaking rain for the past 
two months or more. Where there has 
been exceptional rain it has been con- 
fined to small areas. 

In some parts of the country the drought 
began in the latter part of July; but in 
most of the sections it did not become 
markedly pronounced until August. 

The entire Atlantic coast, with a few 
exceptions, such as Charleston, S. C., and 
Augusta, Ga., shows a deficiency below 
the normal rainfall since the ist of Au- 
gust amounting in some instances to al- 
most half of the average precipitation. 
The Ohio and Mississippi valleys report 
similar conditions, as does a part of the 
Pacific coast. The great lake region upon 
the whole has fared better than other 
sections of the country east of the Miss- 
issippl. 

The greatest complaints come from West 
Virginia, Kentucky and Western Penn- 
sylvania. Fortunately in most parts of 
the country the drought did mot set in 
until after the principal crops were ma 
tured; consequently the effect has not 
bee n so disastrous as it would have 
been if it had begun earlier. in some 
places it has had a slight effect on the 
planting of winter wheat, and complaints 
come from many quarters of the incon- 
venience of securing water for domestic 
and stock purposes, many small streams, 
stock ponds, springs and wells having be- 
come dry. Pastures have been injured 
in many states. It is also noticeable that 
there has been an increase of typhoid 
fever over the normal in many of the sec- 


tions where the drought is severe.

state. The Herald-Journal believes that a 
tax imposed upon dogs—a tax which will 
be more than the valve of the average 
mongrel, and insignificant when compared 
to that of a respectable animal—would not 
only in a direct manner add to the state’s 
revenue, but, in the stimulus it would give 
to sheep raising when the worthless curs 
had been thinned out, add materially to 
the prosperity of the people. There are 
fully 250,000 dogs in Georgia and less than 
50,000 sheep.

Second Day of the Sanitary Convention 
Held Yesterday. 


ELECTS PERMAIZ:NT OFFICERS 


Next Meeting May Be Held in Roch- 
ester, N. Y.—A Barbecue To Be 
Given Today—List of Officers. 


The sanitrry men met yesterday morn- 
ing at the council chamber to perfect their 
organization and elect officers. The com- 
mittee appointed the day before to draw 
up a constitution and bylaws reported the 
same, which, after some discussion, were 
adopted. 

The name of the organization is the Na- 
tional Sanitary Association. The ebjects 
of the associction as set forth in the con- 
stitution are to procure the passage of 
uiform laws in the several states regulat- 
ing the registration of vital statistics, the 
placing of matters pertaining to the pub- 
lic health under the jurisdiction of boards 
of health and health officers, the adop- 
tion of sanitary codes in each state to con- 
trol plumbing, the inspection of garbage 
and sewerage and abatement of nuisances, 
the improvement of schools, halls and oth- 
er public buildings by enforcing sanitary 
rules and regulations, pure food laws, the 
examination and inspection of milk, con- 
tagion from tuberculosis, and to promote 
the interests of the public in all mattérs 
which pertain to the health of the people. 

After the adoption of the constitution and 
bylaws the first officers of the associa- 
tion were elected, the result of the election 
being as follows: President, Dr. Wallace 
Sibley, of Rochester, N. Y.; first vice presi- 
dent, Dr. F. O. Young, of Lexington, Ky.; 
second vice president, Professor W. H. 
Brewer, of Yale university, New Haven, 
Conn.; third vice president, Dr. R. P. War- 


ring, of Kansas City, Mo.; secretary, 
Thomas E. Veal, of Atlanta; treasurer, 
Carleton E. Hoadley, of New Haven, Conn. 

The constitution provides for the appoint- 
ment by the president of an executive com- 
mittee, a committee on constitution and 
bylaws, and a committee on finance, to- 
gether with such other committees as may 
be necessary. President Sibley stated that 
the names of the appointees would be an- 
nouné@ed at the next meeting. In all there 
were sixty-three new members elected yes- 
terday to the association, including some 
of the best known men engaged in sanitary 
work in the United States. Judge R. T. 
Dorsey and W. J. Campbell, of this city, 
were made honorary members of the as- 
sociation. 

There was some discussion as to the 
next place of mesting and although there 
was no vote taken the arguments showed 
that in all probability New York or Brook- 
lyn would be selected, 

An adjournment was taken until this 
morning at 9 o’cluck. After the meeting 
yesterday the delegates went in a body to 
the exposition grounds and spent the re- 
mainder of the day there.

HARTMAN IS CHAMPION. 


AN A NE A = 


| HE DEFEATS JONES AND WINS A 


$5,000 MEDAL. 


A Great Broadgword Contest Between 
Representatives of England and 
America and the Latter Wins. 


An event which was not much heralded, 
but was witnessed yesterday by a large 
crowd of people on the grounds just east 
of the exposition inclosure, was the sec- 
ond bout and decisive contest for the 
broad sword championship of the world 
between Colonel N. P. Hartman, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥., and Lieutenant kLdward R. 
Jones, of the First Regiment Horse 
Guards, of London, England. 

These two gentlemen had met before, 
and at the conclusion of that bout Colo- 
nel Hartman was declared the winner. 
At the conclusion of hostilities at that 
time Colonel Hartman challenged Jones 
to meet him at New York, but that gen- 
tleman declined to do so, as in his opinion 
it would be impossible for him to secure 
fair treatment Before so partisan an aud- 
lence as would assemble to witness the 
contest at the metropolis. It was decided, 
therefore, to bring off the fight at Atlan- 
ta during the exposition and yesterday’s 
meeting was held in accordance with that 
agreement. ad 

The contest was for the championship 
of the world and a medal valued at $5,000, 
which becomes the absolute property of 
Colonel Hartman, the winner. The ccom- 
batants also competed for the swordsman’s 
crest and the Columbian wheel, both of 
which were won by Colonel Hartman. 

In the first contest, that for the broad- 
sword championship, Colonel Hartman 
made twelve cuts in twenty minutes, 
while Lieutenant Jones did not succeed in 
giving the colonel a single scratch. At 
the end of that time, Lieutenant Jones, 
acknowledging his defeat, refused to g0 
on with the contest and relinquished his 
claim to the championship. 

In the second bout, that for the swords- 
man’s crest, ‘Colonel Hartman made 
thirty-one cuts, while Lieutenant Jones 
did not succeed in making any. Time, 
12 minutes and 14 seconds. During this 
bout Lieutenant Jones suffered no cuts 
on the head, but his chest armor was 
cut into shreds. 

After a short rest the third contest, 
that for the Columbian wheel, was fought. 
The time for this event was two ininutes 
and thirteen seconds. At the conclusion 
of this bout, Lieutenant Jones was much 
the worse for wear, his left arm armor 
being cut clear from his body and his 
whole appearance being decidedly shabby. 

These contests were of international im- 
portance and the result justifies greut 
pride in the achievements of Colonel fi:rt- 
man, who is now entitled to the title of 
champion broadswordsman of the world 
and is possg ser of one of the finest troph- 
ies that have rewarded the skill and 
courage of any American sportsman.

FULL DETAILS OF YESTERDAY'S SESSION 


The Delegates Spent the Afternoon on 
the Exposition Grounds—The Morn- 
ing Session Begins at 9 O’Clock.

This question read: “De limited payment 
and non-increasing premium contracts call 
for a mathematical reserve?’ 

Quite a number of speeches were made on 
this question by the delegates present and 
it proved to be one of the most instructive 
features of the session. 

Dr. C. D. Hurt, of this city, read an able 
paper on “Uniformity of Medical Examina- 
tion Blanks,” which deeply interested the 
convention. 

An able paper was also read by Dr. 
Wallace K. Oakes, of Auburn, Me., on “‘The 
Selection and Appointment of Local Medical 
Examiners; also one by Dr. Hills, one of 
the ablest members of the convention, on 
the question: “‘What Risks in Life Insur- 
ance Are to be Regarded as Hazardous?’ 

Each of these papers elicited hearty ap- 
plause and provoked general discussion. 


The convention adjourned yesterday after- } 


moon at 1:30 o’ciock to meet again this 
morning at 9 o’clock. 
A Georgia Barbecue. 

This afternoon the delegates will be 
treated to a genuine Georgia barbecue and 
the occasion will be one long to be re- 
membered. 

Extensive preparations have been made 


_and all the delegates with their wives and 


friends and other invited guests will be 
given a taste of southern hospitality at a 
Georgia barbecue. 


The barbecue will be given at Lakewood, | 


about four miles from the city. Cars for 
the grounds will leave from the corner of 
Marietta and Forsyth streets at i2 o’Clock 
sharp. In order to take the cars at this 
time the convention will adjourn promptly 
at 11:45 o’clock. 

After the feast is served a number of 
short speeches will be made if the delegates 
are not too full for utterance. Mr. W. S. 
Witham, one of the brightest financiers of 
this city, will act as toastmaster and pre- 
side‘at the head of the table in dispensing 
eloquence and hospitality. 

Yesterday afternoon the delegates took 
in the exposition. 

Notes of the Convention. 
~Oneé of the leading members of the con- 
vention ts Mr. George D. Bidridge, of Mas- 
sachusetts. Mr. Eldridge is the chairman 
of the éxecutive committee and has held 
this position for several years. As a writer 
on subjects relating to insurance he has 
no superior in the United Siates. His in- 


surance career began as the editor of The | 


Insurance Chronicle, of Cincinnati, in the 
fall of 1869. He subsequentiy moved to 
Boston in 1873 and continued to edit the 
game paper under the name of The Stand- 


ard. 

In 1881 Mr. Eldridge represented the city 
of Boston in the house of representatives. 
As a member of the insurance committee 
of the house, he was largely instrumental 
in securing the passage of the Massachu- 
setts non-forfeiture law of 1881; and he also 
secured the enactment of the first law 
which required assessment organizations 
to report to the state insurance depart- 
ment, thus forcing publicity in a’ business 
that had before been e¢arried on in secret, 
so far as a public means of obtaining 
knowledge was concerned. 

In 1883 he established The Guardian, a 
semi-monthly journal devoted to the natural 
premium system of life insurance, and in 
the following year he was made secretary 


of the executive committee of the Mutual , 


Life and Accident Underwriters, a position 
which he held until the fall of 1888. In 1885 
he appeared before the committee of the 


general court as the advocate of the pro- | 


posed measure for the regulation of the 


business of assessment life insurance in . 


that commonwealth, and was, to a large 


degree, the author of the act finally passed, . 


which, for the first time, required these 


companies to guarantee the face of their | 
policies. This law has been the model on > 
which has been based all legislation on this | 
subject in the several states, enacted since | 


that date. In the fall of 1888 he removed 
to Washington and assumed the position of 
secretary and general manager of the 
National Life and Maturity Insurance Com- 
pany of that city, a position which he held 
until May, 1894, when he resigned to accept 
the position of third vice president and 
actuary of the Mutual Reserve Fund Life, 
of New York, the largest of the natural 
premium companies. This position he re-

Sachusetts National Life, of Westfield. In 
1890 he was made chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Mutual Life and Ac- 
cident Underwriters of the United States, of 
which body he had held the presidency the 
Preceding year. This chairmanship he has 
held continuously to the present time. 

He is unquestionably an actuary of rare 
attainments, and he couples with this a 
Practical knowledge of the business of life 
insurance which renders him peculiarly 
equipped for the work of upbuilding a new 
company, 

It rarely happens that a member of the 
gentler sex acquires the mastery of such a 
dificult and prosy science as that of life 
insurance. Consisting of long and tedious 
Calculations the business has no attractions 
to the female intellect, as a rule, and 
Many of the sterner sex fall short of the 
Qualifications necessary to success.

$4.88 and $4.99, which is a severe disappoint- 
ment in view of the recent heavy sales of 
bankers’ bills. The inherent strength of 
the sterling «xchange market is creating 
talk about gold exports, and this plays di- 
rectly into the hands of the bears on 
stocks. The absencs of outside orders and 
the irdifference of the bull leaders is also 
unfavorable at this time for marginal hold- 
ers of stocks. The greatest pressure to sell 
was against Manhattan and Sugar. The 
former fell from 108% to 107%4 and the latter 
from 107% to 10544. Manhattan was affected 
by the reports of loss in earnings on ac- 
count of the extension of cabie sympathy. 
It is semi-officially stated, however, that 
Manhattan is carrying more. passengers 
now than for the corresponding period last 
year. Sugar was sold down on reports of 
unfavorable trade conditions and the like- 
lihood of a fight with the dealers who have 
refused to buy from wholesale houses. The 
cotton carrying roads were aiversely in- 
fluenced by the short crops which, it is 
said, will make serious inroads on the earn- 
ines of these companies. Kansas and Tex- 
as preferred declined from 34% to 33/%x, Mis- 
gsouri Pacific 38 to 34%, St. Louis South- 
western preferred from 15% to 144, Wabash 
preferred from 224g to 212 and Southern 
Railway preferred from 37 to 36%. The 
other prominent railway issues declined 4 
to % per cent. The Anthracite coalers were 
neglected, notwithstanding the advance in 
coal and the higher prices for the product. 
The Grangers ran off about a half point, 
the continued drought in the winter wheat 
belt being used against these shares. The 
market closed weak owing to the drop in 
sugar.

May corn was ‘4¢@lic. per 
bushel higher. 

Oats remained almost stati6nary. The 
Slight variations and fluctuations were due 
solely to the rise or fall of wheat, but 
nothing significant was indicated by the 
changes. May oats closed ‘sc. higher than 
yesterday. Cash oats were steady and un- 
changed. 

Provisions—Trade was no better in prod- 
uct than it has been of late, ewing to an 
improvement in the quality of the hogs re- 
ceived at the yards this morning and to 
an advance in prices there. At the close 
today January pork was 12\%c. higher, Jan- 
uary lard, 7%c higher and January ribs 
Se. higher.

Clearances were largest at about 
421,000 bushels, most of which was out of 
New York. Beerbohm, in an article on the 
wheat situation, was quite bullish, saying 
that the most noteworthy features is tne 
scarcity and stiffness of Russian sellers, 
who are usually sellers at this time of 
year, but at present are offering very 
little; probably on account of the large 
wants of Europe this season and reduced 
American supplies. 
There is litile indication of a speedy 
breaking of the drought. Prime, in his re- 
port, said that the winter wheat country 
is as dry as a bone, but large traders con- 
tinue to sell on the big receipts and small 
exports demand, and until the order of 
these are reversed hoiders may perhaps 
have to suffer some punishment.

MANY NOTABLE SIGNATURES 


It Was Purchased from an Old German 
Woman, Who Said She Got It 
at an Auction. 


Captain D. G. Purse, who has charge of ' 


the Savannah and Chatham county exhibit 
at the north gallery of the transportation 
building, will place there today one of the 


most valuable and interesting relics which , 


is the property of any private individual in 
the United States. It is an original dupli- 
cate copy of the fesoiution of the senate 
and house of representatives of the United 
States proposing to the states of the union 
the thirteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 

What has been the history of this in- 
strument since its passage during the 
stormy sessions of the spring of 1865 will 
probably never be known. Now it escaped 
from the custody of the officials at Wash- 
ington and through whose hands it passed 
in- transit to its present owner will ever 
remain a mystery. Captain Purse is no 
better informed than others as to its past 
career, all he knows being that some years 
ago it was bought at an auction, with a lot 
of other papers, among them a printed
